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COTTONSEED 
Cotton-Oil Refining. 

Much has been written on the subject 
of cotton-oil refining, and _ substantial 
progress has been made in refining meth- 
ods in the United States during the past 
~U years. Crude cotton oil, as it runs from 
the press and according to the character 
of the seed and mode of treatment, varies 
in color from a deep port wine to a dark 
shade, nearly black. A very dark-colored 
oil is the result of prolonged and high tem- 
perature in the heater. Damp seed, how- 
ever, slightly heated when in storage, will 
produce a correspondingly dark-oil yield. 

The crude oil tanked soon after being 
made contains a large percentage of mucil- 
aginous and mealy matter. At this point, 
before being pumped into storage tanks, 
the system of filtering should be carefully 
carried out, rendering, as it does, the sub- 
sequent refining operations more suscepti- 
ble of accomplishment. 

\s a preliminary step to filtration, a 
simple but very effective treatment given 
the crude oil just as it leaves the press, 
and for the first time put into successful 
operation by the writer about eight years 
ago, at once removes automatically the 
heavy muddy material always present in 
fresh crude oil, leaving a comparatively 
clear product which can be readily and 
clarified the filter press.
